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continent. “More than seventy factories are today 
operating. in this fruit.district to take care of pro- 
duction not quickly consumed by season demand. 
More than fourteen million acres of fine Ontario 
land was under cultivation in 1920, and this noble 
acreage while not representing one half of. the 


available arable land of the province still marks an 
increase of four and-~a half million acres since 1911. 
Cash worth of the farm produce of Ontario is a 
power to reckon with. In the seven years’ period 
from 1913 to 1919 the total annual value of farm 


products of the \prevince grew from 169 million 
dollars to 376 million dollars, and the estimated 
worth of farm property, implements and livestock is 
today well over one and three quarter billion dollars. 
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Ontario has abundant other strength besides the 
vast agricultural assets here but lightly touched 
upon. The province is immensely strong in manu- 
facturing, in fact from Ontario’s many factories 
comes at least half the manufactured product of the 
whole Dominion.. Ontario’s thriving manufacturing 


cities are usually not congested, living costs in 
them are moderate, labor’conditions are attractive, 
municipal administration is generally good, taxation 
is not burdénsome, and industry is in every way 
encouraged. There is transportation, steam, elec- 
tric, rail and water. There are power and sites for 
factories. Communication. with the markets of 
importance is swift and easy from all parts of 
Qntario where production in any form is developed, 
whether it be gold mining or paper and pulp manu-- 
facture, farming or fishery, or the manufacture of
